We yesterday inserted in our journal, with great 
satisfaction, a letter from a Roman Catholic Pa- 
rish Priest. His object was to correct an error 
into which he had supposed us to have fallen, 
and to assure us that the Roman Catholic 
Priesthood is not by any means exclusively 
Ultramontane. We assure him that any severe 
remarks we have made upon the Romish Priest- 
hood were directed solely against the Romish, 
in contradistinction to the Jrish Priest. We know 
how the position, privileges, and liberty of the 
Irish Roman Catholic Priesthood have been seized 
upon bya bedy of Ultramontane invaders, or by 

those whom they were enabled to coerce. We 
would gladly separate, if we could, in our com- 
ments, the political agent of Rome from the 
Parish Priest who lives in peace and charity 
among the people. But where are they, or how 
visible ? A Henry was not able, in the 
plenitude of his power, to chain the Irish Roman 
Catholic Church, and bind her to the footstool of an 
Adrian. For centuries the Bomish Church of Ire- 
land was free. She selected her Bishops, appointed 
masters for her schools, struggled manfully for the 
liberty of the people, and consoled with hopes of 
happiness, hereafter instead of using them as tools 
for her own aggrandisement. We see but Ultra- 
montanes, hear but Ultramontanes now. When 
the Pope broke down the privileges of the Irish Ro- 
man Catholic Church by the illegal and arrogant 
nomination of Paul Cullen, what voice protested in 
indignation against so unrighteous an assumption ? 
When Dr. Leahy, also, was created a Bishop, and 
the three names sent up by the Parish Priests were 
contemptuously ignored, what Priest stood boldly 
forward to maintain the rights of his order 
and his country? When Cardinal Wiseman 
astonished the peasantry with his outlandish milli- 
nery, and tamed down what of the patriot still burned 
in the breast of John of Tuam, did any Priest ex- 
claim against his presumption in thus daring to over- 
ride the Romish Prelacy? Not a sound was heard 
in remonstrance. The people and Priesthood were 
alike bartered away for political power, to be wielded 
in base servility to the isolated interests of the Pope- 
dom, and a Protestant qournal alone laments their loss 
of independence and the sacrifice of country. 


So far as externals enable us to form a judgment, 
the Roman Catholic faith, in this country, has been 
converted into Ultramontanism, and that is, indeed, 
no small evil, socially or politically. No doubt 
there are many, like our correspondent, who shrink 
from the appellation of Ultramontanism, but they 
cower down in silence under the heel of the nomi- 
nee of Rome. Ultramontanism is a powerful 
source of influence, and therefore must be almost 
irresistible to the greater body of the Clergy. The 
same spirit which has led ambitious men within the 
bosom of the Church of England to become Trac- 
tarians, and to claim all the power of a sacrificing 
Priesthood, has favoured the spread of Ultramontan- 
ism among the Roman Catholic clergy. Nor is that 
phase without its charms for the laity. There are 
myriads of men and women to whom passive 
* an de --b}acoine suban_itea nrnfassion_canfers 
are who would gladly be saved all the trouble of 
reasoning, as well as the duty of being reasonable 
By-and-bye, here, as in Rome, as in France, as in 
Belgium, as in Spain, this Neo-Romanism will be 
intolerable. The aggressions of the Prelacy upon the 
Priesthood, and the exactions of the Priesthood from 
the people, will press heavily and create reaction: Ul- 
tramontanism has not shewn all its hideousness even 
yet. The end of UJtramontanism is to place the people 
at the merey of the Priesthood, the Priests at the 
mercy of the Bishops, and the Bishops at the mercy 
of the Pope, or rather of the influence by which he is 
surrounded. Popes have expelled the order of 


Jesuits, but Jesuits now guide the Pope, and Ultra- 
moutanisin is now but another name for Jesuitism. 
The spirit of Rome is well seen in the distinction she 
makes between the regular and irregular clergy. 
Her army of invading Jesuits, Redemptorist Fathers, 
&c., belong to her “ regulars.“ The Parish Priests 
who live and die among their flocks are irregulars. 
For many years these regulars have striven 
to throw into shade the Parish Pries:s, or to force 
them into union with themselves. Heroic exer- 
tions have been made in secret, for there is no 
Columbanus living now to resist this invasion 
of right. Vainly did theChristian Brothers endea - 
vour, again and again, to sheke off the Jesuit yoke 

until overcome by artifice, terrified by the threats of 
the Prelacy, and without influential friends, they 
succumbed, and now, almost without knowing it, 
have become Jesuit tools. Maynooth was at first 
conducted on Gallican principles, but, with the 
prostration of the Gallican Church, Maynooth has 
become Ultramontane. Even the Bishops are placed 
under the control of Vicars-Apostolic, or Delegates 
from the Roman See, so that the Romish Church in 
Ireland has become an active and assumptive body.

We trust there are many Romish Priests like our 
correspondent, who do not desire the Pope's 
authority to be increased in these realms, and 
who abjure the name of Ultramontanists.

a soil capable of the most varied ons, she inter- 
dicts importation, and lives pretty nearly in that hide- 
bound state of independence of foreign nations which 
our Protectionist squires used to commend as the 
greatest happiness and highest prosperity to which a 
country can attain. On such a state of things we can- 
not hope to say anything new. If an empire will 
insist upon making its subjects its enemies, and govern- 
ing them by the shallow and barbarous device of play- 
ing off their national jealousies against each other, it 
must expect to reap as it has sown, and be crushed 
under the military expenditure which its own stolid 
disregard of its best interests has rendered inevitable ; 
and if a Government will conduct its finances and fetter 
the industry ofits people in defiance of the most clearly 
demonstrated scientific truths, it must suffer under the 
present poverty and ultimate insolvency which it wilfully 
and obstinately promotes. It is a happy dispensation 
of Providence that no Government can systematically 
disregard its duties and obligations without accumula- 
ting destruction over its head, which must in due pro- 
cess of time descend and overwhelm it. 
But, if such is the account Austria renders for the 
year 1858, what, when in the fulness of time she shall 
see fit to take the world into her confidence, will be 
the statement she will have to lay before it of the ex- 
penditure of the disastrous year 1859? Her military 
system has been crushed to atoms; her generals have 
been out-manceuvred; her armies have been discom- 
fited ; she has lost battles, provinces, and honour ; but 
we are much mistaken if she has not lost these at a 
price which ought to have insured her victory aud 
safety. No one, we think, can deny that the campaign 
was conducted on the part of Austria, at any rate, 
on very economical principles. Verona was stripped 
of cannon, and left without provisions ; the fine cavalry 
of Austria never saw the field of Solferino ; her admi- 
rable artillery were held in reserve very far indeed in the 
rear of battle. Austria hopes to receive some eight or 
ten millions sterling as an indemnity for her share of the 
Lombardidebt ; but still we are much mistaken if her 
balance-sheet for the year which closes at the end of this 
month will not startle even the admirers of paternal 
government by the enormity of its deficiency. The re- 
venue of the rich provinces of Lombardy is gone, and 
yet the causes which render the maintenance 
of a large army necessary are as rife as ever. 
Venetia must be coerced ; the fortresses on the 
Mincio and the Adige must be armed, supplied, and gar- 
risoned after a very different fashion from that which an 
overweening confidence had induced the Emperor to sup- 
pose was sufficient. There is, besides, a fresh danger to 
xposed. ihe series ot reverses which have taught 
very little to the Government have taught a very great 
deal to the people. Formerly Austria was safe in the 
dutiful affection of her hereditary subjects. Bohemia, 
Hungary, and Italy might rebel, the Eastern provinces 
might be disaffected, but the heart of the empire, 
Austria Proper, was sure to be sound. Now disaffec- 
tion is making way even there. The Austrians 
and even the Tyrolese, begin to see. that a system 
of internal repression and external exclusion 
of obstinate adherence to traditional absurdities 
and aristocratic punctilios, is hurrying the empire into 
the gulf into which so many more potent confederacies 
have descended before her. In the past they see nothing 
but discredit; in the future nothing but ruin. Their 
confidence in the ability of their Government has, and 
not without good reason, been destroyed. Their confi- 
dence in the good fortune of Austria exists no longer. 
In the continuance of the present system they see no- 
thing but ruin, and of its reform at the hands of a feeble 
and incompetent Government they see no hope. Their 


' pride is humbled, their prudence alarmed, their loyalty 


shaken, their confidence destroyed. Evil as is the pre- 
sent, they are filled with still gloomier apprehensions 
for the future. They earnestly desire change, and are 
coming gradually, but surely, to the conclusion that the 
road to the required reform lies through the portals of a 
radical change.

Thus, a lecture from Mr. Newde- 
gate on toleration, from Mr. Spooner on an inconvertible 
currency, and from Mr. Cobbett on the truck system, 
all serve to show us whence we have come and whither 
we are going, and have an historical merit very supe- 
rior to their oratorical or literary value. More especially 
are such relics of the past valuable in Ireland. Things 
have gone so fast there of late years that people are in 
some danger of forgetting the slough of hopeless des- 
pond from which they have emerged. Thus we see with 
pleasure the still living and pertinacious advocates of 
old delusions raising the battle cries of other days, not 
because we have any sympathy with their absurdity, but 
because it is pleasant that we have outlived the 
time when such things could excite more than a 
passing smile.

An emeute among the convicts in the jail at Mund- 
laizir, which is about 30 miles from Mhow, took place on 
the 22d of August, and was attended with loss of life. 
The convict guard, which cousisted of only eight men of 
the 19th Bombay Native Infantry, was suddenly attacked 
and overpowered by the prisoners, who numbered about 
350. Upon hearing the noise, Captain Hawes, the acting 
— agent, with a party of the 19th Native Infantry, 

astened to the jail, which they found in possession of 

th: convicts. They — shooting them down as 
last as they could fire and load; but the prisoners were 
too numerous. Ther seized one of the bastions, and 
cemmenced firing upon Captain Hawes and his men. 
The former was soon hit, two bullets having entered his 
body. Six guns and some sowars belonging to Holkar 
fortunately arrived, or the whole detachment would have 
been cut té pieces. Three or four of Holkar’s men were 
killed sad a number of the convicts. Before leaving 
Muth Maisir they plundered the treasury. Several of the 
‘convicts have been re-captured and brought back to 
Mundlaisir, and many lost their lives during the firing. 
It is stated that the unfortunate Captain Hawes was 
introducing a new prison discipline, so that the jail 
might really be a place of punishment instead of recrea- 
tion, as is the case in too many prisons in India, and 
that the rising Was the result of the unwelcome 
change. 

The general position of the rebels on the frontier is 
thus described in the Friend of India of Aug. 25 :— 

An occasional raid into the plains, plunder of our

Our prestige still suffers, the frontier is still insecure ; 
bur police and Sikhs are still annoyed because the ally 
whom we have delighted to honour finds pleasure in 
chuckling at our )el»iessness. 

A reference to the map will enable our readers to 
understand the exact position of the fugitives at the 
prevent moment. On the east side of the hollow through 
which the Raptee debouchcsfinto Oude is the small Ne- 
paul valley ot Sonar, consisting ofa strip of country 
cuichy forest, through which the river flows. The valley 
is entered from our Trans-Raptee districts by three 
passes, of which the principal one is passable for any 
Neseriptim of wheeled carriage, the others only by horse- 
men. Hast of the Sonar valley, and divided from it by 
the densest forest and a spine which the first range of 
hills throws out to the northward, is the Deokurh val- 
fey. It extends for 14 or 15 miles in length, with a 
breadth of seven er eight. It ends about the longitude 
of Teolsepore, and beyond it to the east is Boot wal, 
where the first battles with the rebels were fought in 
Nepaul. This valley is divided by the Raptee, which 
flows through it. On its north bank is the Nana, 
with the main body of Sepoys, about 6,000 in num- 
‘er. On the south bank is Mahommed, Abid Khan, 
tie brother of Mummoo Khan, with a body 
of 1,0)). The approaches to this valley from Oude con- 
sist of three or four passes already well known to us. 
‘There is the Khungra Pass, which is the principal, being 
passable for anything but wheeled carriages. In it, and 
an the Sumputhree, were our last engagements, and in 
the Jorwah Pass the campaign proper came to a close. 
North of the Sonar and Deokurh valleys, and separated 
from them by the second range of hills, is the valley of 
Wang, and to the north of it again is Saligana. In the 
Dang valley Mummoo Khan and — are at 
present encamped, but with no force save their personal 
retainers.

If the Indipendente of Turin may be believed, the 
mission of General Dabormida, whose arrival at Paris 
has been announced, is not, as has been stated, simply 
confined to the duty of smoothing over the difficulties 
raised by Austria in settling the Lombard debt. 
According to this journal he has also todiscuss with 
the French Government the course by which it was 
proposed toconfer on Prince Carignan the Regency 
of the Italian States. 

AUSTRIAN FINANCES. 

Vienna, Ocroser 14.—The loss of Lombardy was a 
heavy blow to Austria, but Baron Brack’s last financial 
measure is likely to be infinitely more injurious to her. 
Public confidence is entirely destroyed here, and every 
person with whom I have spoken on the subjeet expresses 
his conviction that the credit of Austria abroad has re- 
ceived an incurable wound, There are several persons 
in this city who pretend to know the day on which the 
Minister of Finances began to issue the newly-manufac- 
tured National Loan obligations, but there is an impres- 
sion on my mind that no one in this city, with the ex- 
ception, perhaps, of the head of the Vienna firm of Roths- 
child, had any suspicion of what was going on. Soon 
after Baron Bruck had failed to raise a loan in England 
demands were continually made on him for money, with 
which to defray the expenses of the enormous armaments 
it was considered necessary to make. ‘The State Trea- 
sury was exhausted, and the Minister of Finances, find- 
ing it impossible to raise money in any other way, re- 
solved to extend the National Loan beyond the limits 
originally given to it by the Emperor in his patent of the 
26th of June, 1854. It is not in my power to assert that 
the foregoing information is perfectly correct, but 
it can hardiy be very far from the truth, as it was ob- 
tained from some of the leading Vienna financiers. The 
great public openly accuses Baron Bruck of having, “ of 
his own accord,” manufactured National Loan obliga- 
tions, but it does not admit of a doubt that he was em- 
powered by the Emperor to act as he did. The Minis- 
ter’s reputation is, however, blasted for ever, and tlic 
sooner he retires from office the better it will be for him- 
self and for the country. Thereis no reason to suppose 
that metalliques have been surreptitiously manufactured, 
but the public is terribly alarmed, and all kinds of 
strange reports are in circulation. It is possible that 
good may come out of evil, for men of the highest rank 
and standing now acknowledge that the credit of Aus- 
tria cannot be restored unless representative of the na- 
tion are permitted to exercise a direct control over the 
finances. The Dutch, who hold Austrian stock of the 
nominal value of 600,000,000f1., are ic-stricken, and 
have sold to a very large amount 4 nae the last two or 
three days. Yesterday very great oppression prevailed 
on Change, but towards its close some of the persons 
who are in the habit of acting for Government took the 
field, and managed to bring about a slight improvement. 


AMERICA.

It was our anxious desire to tes- 
tify those feelings in presenting this medal to the la- 
mented Countess of Harrowby, whoso sórgog di: mani- 
fested her sympathy with the misfortunes 0 Poland, 
and actively exerted herself in common with her incom- 
parable brother to soothe the sufferings of Polish exiles; 
and it is a source of unfeigned regret to us that this 
testimonial was not finished before she was called away 
to another and a better world. We trust that, tardy as 
is this recognition of Lord vies | Stuart’s devotion to 
Poland, it will be received by kept as an heirloom 
in your noble family; that, when contemplating this 
humble token of a nation’s gratitude, your posterity may 
remember with pride that the man whose disinterested 
sacrifices for an oppressed people shed a lustre on his 
country and on humanity belonged to their kin. It is 
not for me to enlarge here on the services which Lord 
Dudley Stuart rendered to the cause of Poland; they 
have been dwelt upon with eloquence in the appeal of 
the illustrious chief of the Polish nation, Prince Adam 
Czartoryski, to his countrymen on the subject of this 
medal, and a copy of which is thereto annexed. Suffice 
it for me to say that, although we know and feel that 
such devotion as his cannot be looked for again, we hope 
that in your lordship, as his kinsman, as the head of a 
noble house, ever noted for its Christian virtues and 
generous sentiments, and as one ‘who has so frequently 
seconded the persevering exertions of our matchless 
friend, our cause will always find a supporter ready to 
demonstrate what an honest purpose can effect. I now, 
my lord, beg your permission to read and to place into 
your hands two letters, one trom Prince Czartoryski, and 
the other from General Count Zamoyski, as well as the 
testimonial of which I am the bearer. 

The following are copies of the letters:--- 

“ Paris, 10th Aug., 1859. 

“ My dear Lord Harrowby,—-General Zamoyski, my 
nephew and your friend, will have the honour to deliver 
to you the medal by which the Poles have tried to trans- 
mit to posterity their gratitude to Lord Dudley Coutts 
Stuart, the noble, the generous, ¢he constant friend 
of the Polish cause. I have thonght it necessary to 
annex to it an explanation of the moutives which have 
impelled my countrymen to the performance of this 
national act. 

“ Both myself and my countrymen must ever regret 
that this duty of all Poland was not accomplished at the 
time when the noble sister of our generous champion 
might have been informed of it; she who loved her 
brother so much—shared his sentiments---who compre- 
hended the greatness of his loss, and who, herself incon- 
solable, has endeavoured to assuage our anguish. You, 
my lord, whom the close ties of friendship and of kind- 
red, and of which she was the link, attached to our mu- 
tual friend—-you who have been the witness of his 
boundless devotion to our clearly just, though cruelly 
a cause—you, who in common with us, deplore 
ais irreparable loss, it is to you, my lord, that is due the 
first copy of the medal commemorative of his virtues. 
It is to your noble heart that we prefer to disclose our 
feelings of regret and of gratitude, and our hope that, 
should circumstances prove favourable, we shall find in 
you as before an advocate of our unfortunate country. 
“ We beg of you that this medal may become an heir- 
loom in your family, and thus the possession of your 
eldest son, who, we trust, inherits the sentiments of his 
mother, and will demonstrate them through a long and 
honourable life. 
“Tt is with these feelings and the unalterable attach- 
ment which I cKerish for you that I never shall cease to 
be, my dear Lord Harrowby—Yours very sincerely, 
(Signed) “A. CZARTORYSKI.” 
“My dear Lord Harrowby,—On my return from San- 
don, and at the very moment of starting for France, I 
received a packet from Prince Czartoryski, containing 
the enclosed letter addressed to you. I regret exceed- 
ingly that this packet should have bcen so long in reach- 
ing me, for [ am unable, as the Prince informs you, to 
deliver in person to you, on his part and on that of his 
countrymen, the medal struck in honour of our dear 
Dudley, originally destined for his sister, and, now that 
it has pleased God to unite her to her Brother, offered to 
those who possessed his earliest affections. 
“Compelled to leave England, I have entrusted this 
message to Major Szulczewski. The particular affec- 
tion which Lord Dudley Stuart feit for him, the long 
and useful services he has rendered, and does not cease 
to render, to the cause of Poland, naturally point him 
out to take my place on this occasion. I hope that he 
will find now as before, from yeurself and Lord Sandon,

Lord Harrowby then addressed Major Szulczewski in 
a few words, expressing on the one hand the regret 
which he experienced that Gen. Count Zamoyski, to 
whom he was bound by ties of long-established friend- 
ship, should have been prevented from fulfilling his sad 
though gratifying mission. 


The medal is greatly admired for the beauty of its 
workmanship, and the striking resemblance it bears to 
the deceased nobleman. The subject of the medal and 
the inscription are by Mr. Charles Sienkiewicz, a very 
eminent scholar and eruditian. The dies were executed 
by Monsieur Bony, one of the first artists in Paris. 
The medal, which is 24 inches in diameter, and in point 
of design and execution a most exquisite piece of work- 
manship, was struck by Messrs. T. and J. Pinches, 
medallists, in London. 

The case containing the medal is extremely ele- 
gant, and bears on the top a silter tablet, sur: 
mounted by a Polish eagle, with the following inscrip-

Suppose the same thing ha in 
the science of government—su that now 
skilled in managing the affairs of the nation were 
to lose that 
politics were lost, what would be the effect? An- 
archy and misrule would ensue, 
would be turned upside down. (Hear, hear.) Such 
would be the effect 1 the 9 nna Me 
ledge, the lack of knowledge wo ose 
dreadful results so far as this life was concerned. What 
would be the proper remedy for these things? “The 
remedy would be that the science should be restored, 
that the knowledge Jshould be brought into the world 
again, and so you would say the proper remedy for lack 
of knowledge on the part of the people is education. 
(Hear, hear.) We take up the statistics of crime, and 
we find the criminality of the people is just in proportion 
to their ignorance. (Hear.) Show me any land where 
secular education does not flourish, and I will show you 
a land where crime and vice must abound. (Hear.) 
This is not mere matter of conjecture ; facts and figures 
prove the same thing. We take up the statistics of 
crime in different countries, and we find those 
nations which are wost skilled in human know- 
I are the nations where crime least abounds; 
d, on the other hand, those amongst whom 
ignorance prevails are the very people where vice, im- 
morality, and crime abound. Take even two counties in 
the same land—take a county in the north of Ireland 
and one in the south---in the south you will see igno- 
rance and in the north education---in the latter, hand in 
hand with education you find sobriety, industry,morality, 
respect for law---in that county where ignorance pre- 
vails you will see crime, vice, and immorality. (Hear, 
hear.) So that even secular education is a great remedy 
for criminality and vice amongst a people. Ignoranceis 
the parent of crime; yet you are not to suppose that 
education alone will be sufficient---it is not only the 
head, the intellect of man that is astray; there is corrup- 
tion in the heart and soul of man also, and unless that 
corruption be remedied, mere secular education will prove 
of little avail to correct vice. We must give the people 
the knowledge of God, the truth of His Word, 
and those lessons of heavenly wisdom set before us. in 
the Word of God, and this brings me directly to the 
text, “My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.” 
It is not of secular knowledge---of agriculture, manu- 
facture, or politics---the prophet is speaking, but of the 
truth of God. (Hear.) Knowledge of that truth can 
alone impart freedom to any people---ignorance of that 
truth leads to all those despotisms, spiritual and moral, 
which exist among men. It has often struck me with 
surprise why it is that Irish Roman Catholics seem 
so devoted to the Papacy as they are. Why is it that 
when the Roman Statesare casting off the yoke of 
that tyranny, the chains are riveted more tightly than 
ever upon the necksof the Irish people ? (Hear, hear.) 
It is because the power of British law saves the 
people from the tyranny of Romish theology. (Hear, 
hear.) If Romish law, as well as Romish theology, were 
allowed to have full sway, the people would find it in- 
tolerable, and the Irish Romanists would be as ready to 
take up arms against the Papacy as the Italians are. 
(Hear, hear.) When we consider the vast importance of 
the soul in comparison with the body, we must feel that 
the lack of spiritual knowledge is fir more bitterly to 
be deplored than the lack of secular information. (Hear, 
hear.) We are the friends of education, but let it not 
be education of merely half a man’s powers, but 
the education of all his powers, both for time and 
eternity. (Hear, hear.) We demand this education for 
the people. It is for want of it that they are perishing 
for lack of knowledge—(hear, hear)—not from any 
deficiency on the part of God. He has richly and 
liberally granted this knowledge to all his creatures ; 
he has set before us everything necessary for immortal 
life to guide their feet from darkness into eternal 
light and glory. (Hear, hear.) It is our part to tako 
that gift and diffuse it among men, and if through the 
machinations of Romish priests the Bible is kept back 
from the people, then there is a work—a glorious work 
—for this society to do—to take that word and spread it 
among the people. (Hear, hear.) This is what the 
society does---it endeavours to spread the Scriptures 
among the people in that form most calculated to win its 
way to their hearts ahd affections. (Hear, hear.) It 
gives them the Bible in the Irish language, which has a 
peculiar charm for Irish hearts. (Hear, hear.) If ever 
the Werd of God finds entrance into the hearts of our 
Roman Catholic countrymen, it must be on account of 
the charm which that language throws upon the Scrip- 
tures. They will listen to the Bible read in Irish when 
they would not hearken to it read in English. I have 
seen this myself. (Hear, hear.) They will reccive 
truth conveyed to them in an Irish dress. The Irish 
Society comes forward and puts the Bible into the hands 
of the people. (Hear, hear.) That is what the Irish 
people lack—mere knowledge will not save the soul ; it 
would be a great mistake to supp the mere cultiva- 
tion of the intellect will of itself deliver men from the 
trammels of error, superstition, and sin. No, there is a 
higher power required---the heart must be touched, and 
the knowledge of Christ brought home lovingly to the 
heart by the power of the Holy Ghost. He has given us 
His Word to be the instrument of spreading light through 
the world. We take that Word, read it for thé people, 
put it into their hands, and then we go down upon our 
knees and pray that God may bless our efforts, and that
